Note that Sd days be­ 
fore this shift in policy the Penta­ 
gon went officially on record with 
a blunt statement that the *5 mil­ 
lion worth of equipment I will 
discuss here would help the So­ 
viets make war. But today word 
has quietly gone out that Defense 
officials now no longer object to 
such a sale. 
This 
equipment would 
enable 
the 
Russians to beef up their 
creaking internal transport sys­ 
tem. Without such bolstering the 
U. S. S. R. military High Com­ 
mand would have difficulty mo­ 
bilizing without stripping all civil­ 
ian activities of their vehicles. 
No one knows why the Pentagon 
has changed its policy on feeding 
Soviet industrialism. But there is 
evidence that it most certainly 
has:
